13. M Other: Claims 1-6 and 8-19 remain rejected under 35 (JSC 102(b) as being anticipated by Aavitsland (US 5.862.770) because 
Aavitsland discloses a sea-based transportation and load handling system in the form of a marine vessel, and a method for operating 
said vesse l. Since Aavitsland refers to said vessel as a transportation system, it is clearly implied that said vessel has a propulsion 
system to provide it with the capability of moving from one location to another location. Claim 7 remains rejected under 35 USC 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Aavitsland in view of Barbier et al. (US 5.787.828) because Barbier et al. provides teaching for a 
vessel with a ballast system for adjusting the draft of said vessel . 
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
